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ABSTRACT * 

The fourth of seven modules for.^ professionals workring 
with young (birth to age 3) handicappedVchildren provides infot^mation 
on equipment, materials, and activities in early/intervention. 
Background information discusses ways to catalog materials and 
equipment and describes teaching approaches using toys and 
manipulatives. A variety of teaching sequences are presented^ with 
informati4>n on concept, purpose, materials needed, presentation, new 
word&, and seqiience of activities. Sources for toys and manipulatives 
are listed. Following a brief consideration j>f criteria for material 
selection are annotated descriptions of four'^bobks on the topic. ^ 
Information on playgrounds |ind equipment is also provided. The final 
section presents annotations on the fiDllcrwing topics: commercial 
materials and equipment; material construction; 

instructional/activity books for six areas, including art, cooking, 
and self concept; books fotinchildreh (un^rstanding feelings and 
concepts and understanding handicaps) ;-a^iovisuals and records for 
children; and catalogs.

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' CATALOGING MATERIALS AND EQUIPMENT 



It 1s very wise to keep your own record of books, manipulatives 
and other equipment purchased. Purchase orders are fine for accounting 
purposes but they are practically useless when* you want to tell someohc 
else about ordering, order a second copy, or reorder parts. 

Various cataloging systems are possible and yojj may already have 
one which yoU use. If you do not have a system for recording information 



IMMEDIATELY, AS SOON AS^YOU ORDER OR PURCHASE AN ITEM, make two 3 x 5' 
cards for the item. 

One card should be placed in a permanent card file from -which cards 
cannot be removed. This ts your reference file. Do nqt let anyone 
remove cards , 



One card should be taped or glued to the item when possible. Securel 
tape the card on the insride cover of a book, the lid of a box kit, 
or the cover for records. This gives you immediate information 
about the item. Of course, on^^anipulatives such as blocks or beads 
for children, this i5 .not possible.

CHECKING OUT ITEMS ^ / 

If you plan to chpck items out you will need a third set of cards. 
DO NOT use your permanent reference file as a check out file (cards will 
be misplaced and lost), ' ^ 

For a check ;out file, the title of the item is sufficient. You can 
always use your reference- file for the other information. The remainder 
of the space can be used to write* the name, address, and telephone num- 
ber of the borrower and Jthe check-out date^ 

Organize this file on a monthly basis (i.e., items borrowed in Sep- 
tember filed behind ^* September"' divider, ^those borrowed in October filed 
behind ''October'* divider)

One or two line description - just enough information to recall what 



'After a month has passed, you can easily check on items which have 
not been returned. 

A month-long loan period is usually tirtie .enough. Either the bor- 
rower is using the item and wants to continue using it (in which ca|e 
they should buy their own copy), or the borrower has forgotten about it 
(in that case, it should be returned).

Teach children safety rules and the right way to use playground 
equipment. Children are often injured by jumping out of a swing 
or running in front of someones who is swinging. Safety rules 
will depend on the types of equipment you have in your, play yard. 

Stay close by and supervise the areas where children are ':pl ay ing 
oq climbing equipment. An adult should be closer to the jungle 
gym or climbing dome than the sandpile, wjiich is le^s dangerous.
